City keeps options open 
for landing Tiger Stadium

Will the roar of the Detroit 
Tigers some day be sounded 
with a “R-R” Romulus accent? 

Mayor Beverly Me Anally re- 
vealed Monday afternoon that 
it “has never been a secret” 
that her administration is com- 
mitted to growth of various 
.business and recreational 
types for the city which in- 
cludes a sports facility, family 
style amusement park or ca- 
sino gambling. 

But, McAnally said she be- 
lieves that Mike Hitch, Tiger 
baseball owner, at this time is 
totally committed to restoring 
Detroit to its former promi- 
nence. 

She also said that Detroit, if 
it can get state financial back- 
ing, will definitely be the 
prime site consideration for a 
new Tiger stadium. 

If that prospect is not feas- 
ible, McAnally said she wants 
Ilitch to know first hand that 


Romulus would be the ideal 
backup stadium location. 

The issue also came to the 
forefront at Monday night’s 
city council meeting, following 
a recent column by Detroit col- 
umnist Bob Talbert. 

Talbert stated in his column 
that “highly placed sources 
tell me Romulus is ‘still is in 
the play’ for an alternate site 
for the proposed new Tiger 
Stadium. 

“What’s more, the little city 
near Detroit Metropolitan Air- 
port could well emerge as the 
winner in this investment 
sweepstakes, if the city of De- 
troit delays things with still an- 
other gambling referendum.” 

Talbert said “I’m told the 
land needed in Romulus is al- 
ready owned by a millionaire, 
out-of-state developer, who 
might even build the stadium 
fVee for Ilitch.” 

McAnally said if Detroit is 
scratched for any reason from 
the Tiger Stadium competi- 
tion, she believes “Romulus is 


the most logical place to locate 
the stadium.” 

McAnally also stated Ro- 
mulus is close enough that the 
Tigers can hold on to its De- 
troit heritage, be located on a 
major thoroughfare for conve- 
nient fan commuting and be 
next to a major airport for 
plane travel for the Tigers and 
their out-of-the-area rivals. 

In an era when most people 
are so environmentally con- 
cerned, McAnally said Ro- 
mulus could offer a site that 
would not need to have build- 
ings demolished or other 
structures razed. 

Was McAnally one of the 
“highly placed sources” Tal- 
bert conferred with before 
writing his column? The mayor 
said “No.” But, she said she 
has no problems letting people 
know that she is thrilled that 
others also think Romulus is 
the best alternate location for

Another gun mishap 
kills Romulus boy, 6

A 6-year-old Romulus boy 
was killed Dec. 27 in an 
Oakbrook Townhouse apart- 
ment as a result of an apparent 
gun accident, according to Ro- 
mulus police. 

This is the second shooting 
accident this month in the 
community. Romulus Detec- 
tive Lt. Kenneth Kraus stated 
that James Allen Hunt was 
killed instantly shortly before 
9:30 p.m. Monday in an 
Oakbrook Townhouse apart- 
ment. 


Kraus said Scott Martin, 28, 
of 30421 Teak Lane, called po- 
lice on the 9-1-1 line at 9:25 
p.m. stating “My girl friend’s 
son just shot himself with my 
gun.” 

Police and ambulance 
crews rushed to the scene, but 
found the boy was already 
dead as a result of head 
wounds. 

A neighbor reported that 
the victim’s mother, Cheryl Be- 
nitez, 26, ran out of the house, 
crying repeatedly “How could 
this happen? How could this 
happen?” 

Kraus said that is what Ro- 


mulus police are still trying to 
figure out, since the pump 
style shotgun was almost as 
tall as the little boy. 

“We are still trying to put 
the pieces together,” Kraus 
said. “We’re trying to figure out 
how the gun went off and 
struck the boy in the head.” 

Martin, Benitez and a 
3-year-old boy were in the liv- 
ing room area, while the victim 
was alone in the kitchen- 
dining room area, according to 
police. 

What was ironic, according

Mayor raps Roman 

Bergeron rejects resignation request

Veteran Romulus City Coun- 
cilman Noah “Pete” Bergeron 
and an advertisement in a re- 
cent Romulus Roman news- 
paper were rapped Monday 
night by citizens and govern- 
ment officials. 

Sondra Stepchuk, an oppo- 
nent of the planned environ- 
mental injection well, called 
upon Bergeron to resign his 
council post because of what 
she considers a “conflict of in- 
terest” in the well issue. 

Bergeron, son-in-law of 
John Ryznar who is the owner 
of the land where the well is to 
be located, refused repeated 
requests in recent weeks to 
promise to abstain from future 
votes on the well issue and to 
remain free of executive ses- 
sions involving discussions 
about the city’s litigation 
against Environmental Dis- 
posal Services (EDS). 

The City of Romulus is now 
locked in legal battle with EDS 
over the need for city permits 


to continue the well project 

Two other citizens, Verlie 
Wilhide and Paul Lewkowicz, 
members of Romulus Environ- 
mentalists Caring About Peo- 
ple (RECAP) protest group, 
questioned Bergeron about 
statements in a Detroit News ar- 
ticle that claims he and Dou- 
glas Wicklund, EDS president, 
discussed the land option 
agreement in the Marriott Ho- 
tel lobby in Southfield. 

Bergeron, whose facial im- 
ages ranged from smiles to 
snarls during the pointed criti- 
cism by citizens, denied he 
ever was in the hotel room as 
stated in the Detroit News . 

Bergeron said the News 
story was erroneous and con- 
tained “sensational claims be- 
cause they are trying to sell 
newspapers.” 

The News writer attributed 
the claim about the alleged 
meeting between Bergeron, 
Wicklund and another early 
interested party, Robert Ryan, 
to an unnamed Wicklund attor- 
ney. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 


and several council members 
and citizens complained about 
a full page advertisement in 
the Roman written by a West- 
ern Michigan University pro- 
fessor William B. Harrison III 
supporting the EDS well effort. 

“I first read the letter ad 
dressed to me in the Roman 
and the next day received my 
official copy,” McAnally said. 
“Obviously they wanted peo- 
ple to read it in the newspaper 
before I got my copy.” 

The mayor also urged that 
the Roman in the future iden- 
tify what is an editorial, what 
is a letter to the editor and 
what is an advertisement for 
the benefit of its readers. 

“Since the letter was not 
marked as an advertisement, 
people were calling me about 
the letter, thinking that I had 
submitted it to the news- 
paper,” McAnally said. “I think 
the Roman needs to offer the 
same style integrity that they 
are asking of others. 

“I don’t ordinarily quote the

Voters in Romulus could be 
asked to decide if they want to 
gamble on opening casinos in 
the community. 

The issue was raised Mon- 
day night by casino opponent 
Sherry Hicks who asked that 
council members state pub- 
licly whether they favor having 
casinos located in Romulus. 

Hicks claimed when she 
asked Councilman Randy Gear 
about the issue, he told her 
that she was the first person he 
talked to that was opposed to 
the casino concept. 

When Hicks asked council 
members Monday night for a 
public announcement. Mayor 
Beverly McAnally said “Let’s 
remember we are not permit- 
ted by state law to operate 
such casinos at this time.” 

“I want you to know that I 
didn’t talk to ( Detroit News- 
paper columnist Bob Talbert. 
But I ask people, if we are 
going to bear all the trouble of 
having people travel through 
Romulus to get to outside gam- 
bling locations, shouldn’t we 


share some of the profits,” 
McAnally added. 

Several residents asked 
about Talbert’s quote “I’m told 
that the gambling casinos have 
already been approved by Ro- 
mulus elected officials and a 
local vote is not necessary for 
approval.” 

Both McAnally and Mayor 
pro tern Mary Ann Banks said 
they were not sure if a public 
referendum is necessary in 
Romulus. 

And, when asked by Hicks 
to state a preference for or 
against casinos, Banks said “It 
would be hard to issue such a 
stand, since we have no idea 


yet what such a gambling pro- 
ject would include.” 

Banks admitted to talking to 
Hicks earlier, but said she has 
also talked with other citizens, 
who favor the casino possi- 
bility. 

Hicks said her main con- 
cern was that the public un- 
derstand which council 
members favor casino gam 
bling as well as those who 
might be opposed. 

“We don’t want to face an- 
other dilemma on council ac- 
tions years from now on 
casinos, like we are right now 
on the injection wells,” Hicks 
said.

Year begins with blasts, anger and fatalities

January 

The year of 1993 began with 
a bang this past January, as 
small blasts conducted by the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s De- 
partment inside homes Metro 
Airport had purchased in 
preparation for airport expan- 
sion, angered Mayor Beverly 
McAnally and the members of 
the City Council. 

McAnally stated the key ele- 
ment of her anger centered 
around the fact that the county 
never contacted the city prior 
to the blasts. 

The county claimed its rep- 
resentatives had contacted the 
city public safety officials, but 
the word some how never 
reached the mayor’s office 
prior to the explosions. 

The city initially planned to 
sue the county and airport re- 
garding the blasts, but the mat- 
ter was later settled outside of 
court. 

The American Legion offi- 
cials revealed plans to form a 
new post in Romulus. Efforts 
continue to sign up enough 
charter members today so that 
the post can be operational 
soon. 

Plans were begun in Janu- 
ary to begin a massive asbestos 
abatement program at both 
Romulus Public Library and 
Romulus City Hall. 

The plans also called for the 
installation of fire detection 
equipment and renovations to 
make the buildings accessible 
to the handicapped. 

The library has temporarily 
been switched to the old 
Mount Pleasant School, while 
renovations are taking place. 

Two members of one Ro 
mulus family were killed mid- 
day Jan. 15, when their truck 
was struck by a car fleeing po- 
lice from Van Buren Towns- 
hip. 


The victims were identified 
as Reva Brady, 51, and her son, 
John, 30. 

Two Detroit men seriously 
injured in the crash were said 
to be fleeing a holdup in Van 
Buren. 

Romulus Community School 
officials again expressed dis- 
pleasure that local students 
did poorly on the annual Mich 
igan Education Assessment 
Program test scores. 

School board member Dan 
Bales complained, “We’ve in- 
vested a lot of money (via 
computers) and don’t see the 
in-depth positive results we 
are hoping for,” Bales said. 

The frustration over the low 
scores led school officials to 
program a MEAP academy 
later in the year, to aid stu- 
dents with future tests. 

A former Romulus man 
wanted in connection with a 
14 year-old murder case, sur- 
prisingly appeared at the 34th 
District Court on Jan. 26 and 
was arraigned on open murder 
charges. 

The defendant, Daniel Dow 
ling, was charged with fatally 
shooting his live in girl friend, 
Joanne Lincoln, 23, on Aug. 28, 
1978. Dowling was arrested in 
Front Royal, Va., where he cur- 
rently resided with his new 
family. 

A 34-year old Allen Park wo- 
man, Denise Wells, was killed 
instantly on Jan. 29, when she 
was involved in a head-on 
crash on Merriman Road. 

The driver of the second car, 
Erinn Altesleben, 18, suffered 
multiple injuries, police said. 

February 

Mayor Beverly McAnally re 
vealed that no more Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport security 
training sessions involving ex- 
plosives would take place in 
the city of Romulus. 

The agreement was reached 
between McAnally, Airport Di 


rector Robert Braun and 
Wayne County Executive Ed- 
ward McNamara. 

The agreement also stated 
that the Romulus mayor could 
also place conditions on any 
future blasting done within the 
city during any such training 
sessions. 

A one-armed Romulus Se- 
nior High School teacher, 
Harry Wilnus, challenged and 
defeated “Daring Don” Shane, 
sports director of Channel 7 
TV station, in a one-on-one 
basketball matchup on Feb. 4 
at the high school. 

The Romulus Community 
School District provided a 
$6,000 allotment to allow Ro- 
mulus Senior High School stu 
dents the continue their AIDS 
awareness studies. The pro- 
gram had been started with 
state health department grant 
funds, but state cutbacks elim- 
inated future funding at that 
time. 

The school board thought 
the program was so successful, 
they decided to fund the con- 
tinuance. 

Another traffic fatality was 
recorded on Feb 16. as a Ro- 
mulus mail was killed in a bi- 
zarre accident partially 
caused bv weather conditions. 

The victim, Jason Nathan 
Williams. 25. was seated in the 
rear seat of a car. when part of 
a grille from another car in- 
volved in the icy crash broke 
loose, tore through the window 
of the car he was riding in and 
struck him in the rear of the 


head. He died from head inju- 
ries. 4 

Veteran Romulus archer 
Richard Springer died Feb. 12 
after collapsing in his store fol- 
lowing a massive heart attack. 

Springer had operated the 
store, Springer Archery Sup 
ply Store, in Romulus for 30 
years. 

The $40 million Metro Air- 
port parking expansion moved 
into the second phase, Wayne 
County Executive Edward 
McNamara announced Feb. 
15. 

Romulus volunteer firefigh- 
ters revealed they would be 
seeking voter approval for a 
two mills hike in their opera- 
tional costs. 

Fire Chief William Green- 
slait said the money would be 
used basically to purchase 
badly need life-saving equip- 
ment for residents and fire- 
fighters.

Thank you for your inquiry of December 9, 1993, regarding the recently drilled deep disposal 
well in the City of Romulus (Environmental Disposal Systems (EDS) #1). 

You have requested that all data obtained during construction of the well be analyzed and 
questions regarding well use and groundwater contamination be answered. The analysis re- 
quested is ongoing and a determination of well suitability is, therefore, premature. My staff have 
not, however, seen anything to date that would negatively affect well suitability. 

You also expressed concerns regarding protection of underground sources of drinking water. I 
have included a copy of a letter of response that was sent to a number of other citizens along with 
a report entitled Class I Deep Subsurface Wastewater Injection prepared by the UIPC Research 
Foundation. The letter addresses your concerns. A major purpose of the Mineral Well Act (Act 
315, PA 1969) is protection of underground drinking water supplies. 

I understand that your community believes that waste injected in the EDS #1 well may surface 
in surrounding communities and contaminate underground drinking water supplies. I asked my 
staff to calculate the approximate distance away from the well that waste would travel in the 
receiving formation after 30 years of continuous pumping. Using a pay thickness of 216 feet, an 
average porosity of 14 percent, daily injection rates of 100,000 to 200,000 gallons, and assuming 
radial flow and 50 percent displacement of formation fluids, the calculated distance of travel 
would be between 1/3 to 1/2 mile from the wellbore with no path to the surface. I feel confident in 
saying that underground sources of drinking water will not be affected and that waste injected 
into this well will not surface in surrounding communities. 


I hope this letter has addressed your concerns regarding the Environmental Disposal Systems 
nonhazardous disposal well. If you have any further questions, I encourage you to call Mr. 
Thomas Godbold (517-334-6945) of my staff.

To the editor 

Your editorial “Whatever 
it’s worth” and companion arti- 
cle “Sweeping success” were 
superficial, inaccurate and de- 
meaning to custodians and 
blue collar working men and 
women everywhere. 

Your college-educated staff 
and editorial writers should 
recognize, as Mr. Bill Taylor 
did, that you’re comparing ap- 
ples to oranges. Teachers work 
nine months annually, while 
custodians work a full 12 
months per year. Using the fig- 
ures provided by Mr. Taylor, 
the starting Wayne-Westland 
teachers’ salary of $27,620 
should be compared to a star- 
ting Wayne-Westland custo- 
dian’s earnings for the same 
nine months, $19,437 (30 per- 
cent less than teachers) to ren- 
der an accurate comparison. 

The $55,595 earned in nine 
months by a Wayne-Westland 
teacher at the top end of the 
pay scale is 56 percent greater 
than the $24,648 earned by the 
highest-paid Wayne-Westland 
custodian in nine months. 

To conclude that teacher 
and custodial pay is “nearly 
equal,” “almost the same,” “a 
comparable amount,” etc. is 
absurd.

Tax reform 
plan praised 

To the editor: 

We need to resolve the huge 
disparity in funding among 
wealthy and poor districts in 
Michigan. The Vandermolen 
plan proposes small increase 
in the state income tax and sin 
taxes to provide equal funding 
for ail of the students in each 
of the districts. 

In an attempt to provide for 
enrichment above the base 
level of $5,000 per student the 
Vandermolen plan establishes 
the opportunity for each local 
district to place a 1-percent lo- 
cal income tax proposal on the 
ballot once every' decade. Rev- 
enues from the local income 
tax would be used exclusively 
for teachers’ salaries and en- 
richment projects. 

Therefore, teachers salaries 
would reflect the wealth of the 
district and would be subject 
to local control. Furthermore, 
salary’ increases for teachers 
would be determined from a 
statistical factor based upon 
the average increase of all the 
wage earners in the district. 

One unique feature in my 
proposal is an absolute re- 
quirement that both sides 
adopt the method of com- 
pulsory binding arbitration 
during negotiations. This 
would prevent teachers’ 


strikes and school board lock- 
outs when difficulties emerge 
during negotiations. 

Governor Engler’s plan con- 
tinues the huge disparity in 
funding and allows a few 
wealthy districts the oppor- 
tunity to enrich their unfair 
advantage over poor districts 
by holding future millage elec- 
tions. Such an approach is elit- 
ist and discriminates against 
middle-class communities.

Ralph Truitt 


Considered one of the finest 
quarterbacks in the long Be- 
lleville High School history, 
Ralph Truitt is a three-year 
starter for coach Bob La- 
Pointe’s Tigers, who just mis- 
sed making the state playoffs 
for the first time this year. 
Truitt passed for 625 yards, 
and also piled up 270-yards 
rushing. He scored four tou- 
chdowns and connected on 32 
of 75 passes. The 6-2, 200- 
pound senior led the Tigers to 
a 7-2 record, their finest in 35 
years. 



Tariq Horne 


When it counted, Tariq Horne 
was always there for Westland 
John Glenn High School. The 
5-11, 180-pound explosive run- 
ning back rushed for more 
than 1,100 yards in his senior 
year and helped the Rockets 
finish second in the state in 
Class AA. “Tariq played his 
best games in our biggest 
games,” noted Glenn coach 
Chuck Gordon, whose club fin- 
ished with a 11-2 won-lost re- 
cord after falling to Dearborn 
Fordson in the state finals. 




The only player to ever start 
for Plymouth-Salem for four 
years, Rob Shepley compiled 
over 600 yards and scored 
seven TDs for coach Tom Mo- 
shimer’s Rocks, who finished 
5-4 in 1993. The 6-1, 230- pound 
fullback was picked all- 
conference. “Rob always gave 
us 100- percent on the field,” 
said Moshimer. “He’s the kind 
of player that all coaches 
dream about having in their 
lineup. 



Josh Speller 


With impeccable creden- 
tials, Josh Speller brings three 
years of varsity experience to 
the All-Area. He rushed for 
986 yards and could have bro- 
ken the 1,000-yard mark if he 
had not been injure'd for the 
final game. The 5-10, 205- 
pound Belleville senior also 
scored seven touchdowns and 
held down a berth on the all- 
conference team. “It is going to 
be tough replacing a player of 
Speller’s ability next year,” 
said Belleville coach Bob La- 
Pointe.

This was not the best of sea- 
sons for Romulus, but Phil 
Franklin, a two-year starter for 
coach Dan Henry kept the Ea- 
gles in most of the battles. A 
6-1, 180-pound tailback who 
carried 124 times for 715 yards, 
Franklin scored three TDs. He 
also had 11 catches for 177 
yards that resulted in three 
other Romulus scores. Averag- 
ing 5.7 yards per carry, Frank- 
lin also had five punt returns 
for 210 yards.

An all-conference choice in 
the Western Lakes, Mike Bint 
has played varsity ball at John 
Glenn for the past three years. 
A 6-3, 210-pound tight end, Bint 
was “one of our toughest 
players who got better with 
each game,” said coach Chuck 
Gordon. “He's one of the un- 
sung heroes of this team.”

Glenn’s Chuck Gordon

There probably isn’t a 
high school football coach 
in the state of Michigan that 
wouldn’t give anything to 
have the year Westland 
John Glenn’s Chuck Gordon 
experienced. 

Shattering the school re- 
cord for the number of victo- 
ries (11) in one season, 
Gordon guided his Rockets 
to a 11-2 won-lost season. 
His team’s only losses were 
to Farmington Harrison, 
and to Dearborn Fordson, 
which defeated Glenn, 12-7, 
in the Pontiac Silverdome to 
capture the Class AA state 
championship. 

“We have been very fortu- 
nate to have a lot of dedi- 
cated and hard- working 
players and a staff that is 
second to none,” said Gor- 
don, in analyzing his team’s 
success. “When you have 
people committed and dedi- 
cated to doing their job, it’s 
a tough combination to 
beat” 

Gordon's teams have 
been tough to beat over the 
years. Anytime a coach 
takes on the Rockets they 
know they are in for a battle. 
During the 16-years that 
Gordon has coached Glenn 
teams, the Rockets have 
amassed a fantastic 127-37

record. 

A 1972 graduate of Ad- 
rian College, Gordon came 
to Glenn as an assistant 
coach to Lloyd Carr and has 
carried on the Rockets’ win- 
ning tradition. (Carr is pres- 
ently the defensive 
coordinator for the Univer- 
sity of Michigan.) 

And before 1993 football 
season becomes history, The 
Associated Newspapers 
sports staff wishes to bestow 
yet another honor upon the 
veteran Rocket coach. He is 
the the ANP 1993 choice for 
Coach of the Year. 


Tim Moritz 


Leading the Plymouth- 
Canton Chiefs for the past two 
years in pass receptions, 6-3, 
200-pound senior Tim Moritz av- 
eraged 13 yards per catch. His 
34 receptions for 478 yards also 
helped him earn all- confer- 
ence recognition. Moritz, who 
is a scholar-athlete, is a three- 
year starter for Canton coach 
Bob Khoenle’s Chiefs. “Tim is 
the best receiver I’ve ever had 
the pleasure to coach,” said 
Khoenle. 



Geremy Williams 


When Belleville and coach 
Bob LaPointe called for a 
sweep, you could bet that Ger- 
emy Williams was the one to 
show the way. The rugged 5-10, 
245-pound senior guard was 
crucial to the Tigers’ success 
on the line this year. Williams 
also did most of the trapping 
for the Tigers. Also an all- 
conference selection, “Will- 
iams has the ability to play at 
almost any college he 
chooses,” said LaPointe, who 
has coached some of the finest 
players in the country. 
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An All-Western Conference 
Lakes pick as a punter, Ryan 
Ostach has been a member of 
coach Robert Khoenle’s club 
for the past three years. His av- 
erage punt sailed 39 yards. “He 
has excellent speed and is a 
blue-chip kicker,” says Khoe- 
nle. The 6-3, 205 pound senior 
also was utilized as a wide re- 
ceiver. “He’s not going to be 
easily replaced next year,” 
Khoenle added.

He could 
also intimidate the opposition 
because of his size,” said 
coach Chuck Howton.

A two-way player and a 
three-year performer as a 
tackle at Belleville High 
School, Curtis Balogh is an- 
other Tiger blue chip gridder 
whose presence on the line 
provided coach Bob La- 
Pointe’s team stability. 
sturdy 6-3, 235-pound tackle 
was picked by the Mega Con- 
ference coaches to the all- 
conference team for his out- 
standing performance this 
year.

One of the anchors in the 
John Glenn line on offense was 
Matthew Schwartz, who 
rounded out his second year as 
a member of the Rocket team. 
The 6-1, 240-pound senior 
tackle earned All-State recog- 
nition for his stellar perfor- 
mance on a team that 
produced many a star this sea- 
son. “He was one of our consis- 
tent performers,” said Glenn 
coach Chuck Gordon. “His con- 
tribution helped make this an 
unforgettable year.” 



Sieve Hurst 


A quick and alert center 
who comes from a long line of 
outstanding Plymouth-Salem 
centers, Steve Hurst carried 
out the tradition for coach Tom 
Moshimer’s team. “We have 
had some outstanding centers 
here,” stressed Moshimer, 
“and Steve ranks among the 
best.” An all- conference pick 
in the Western Lakes, Hurst is 
a 6 1, 210-pound versatile ath- 
lete who had many college 
scouts looking at him. 





One of the biggest players in 
the All-Area line, Jake Rath- 
burn played two roles for 
Wayne Memorial. He switched 
from the defensive tackle slot 
to the center when coach 
Chuck Howton’s Zebras had 
possession of the ball. Jake 
stands 6-2, and weighs in at 250 
pounds. Also an all- Mega Con- 
ference choice, Rathburn is 
considered a prime candidate 
to play for a major college.

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Youth assistance program considered for city funding

Westland City Council mem 
bers considered a possible in 
crease in funding for the Youth 
Assistance Program, which be- 
gan in December 1992, during 
a study session Monday eve 
ning. 

The Youth Assistance Pro- 
gram, based in the Dorsey 
Community Center located at 
32715 Dorsey Road in West- 
land, was developed to help 
children between the ages of 7 
and 16 who are having prob- 
lems in school and at home, 
Program Director Ronaele 
Bowman said. 

“We need to offer more than 
we originally intended. We 
have a lot of young kids,” Bow- 
man said following the recent 
award of a $3,000 grant from 
Target Stores on Warren Road 
in Westland. 

Council members extended 
the program until Jan. 31, 1994, 
but have not decided whether 
the additional funding will be 
granted. 

The youth program is cur- 
rently budgeted for $59,800 
and Bowman requested 
$92,214 in funding for the 
1993-94 school year. Bowman 
requested a total of $30,660 for 
staff and $2,950 for program as- 
sistance. 

“So far the program is work- 
ing out real well/’ Mayor Ro- 
bert J. Thomas said. However, 
Thomas added, “The demands 
are far more than what we can 
really accommodate.” 

Thomas said it would be dif- 
ficult to expand the program 
because of the uncertainty of 
the amount of state funding 
the city will receive and sug- 
gested the item be considered 
during budget time, in the 
spring 1994. 

“Although we agree the 
need and demand are there, 
our position is to go through

Are you as a parent main- 
taining a “student friendly” 
house?

Elsesser believes having 
these items at the house would 
improve a student’s education 
and possibly the student’s 
grade. “If a student has to give 
a presentation in a public 
speaking class and uses sten- 
cils to make the visual aids, it 
will be a more effective pre- 
sentation than a student just 
writing something across the 
top. These items definitely 
make a difference.” 

Elsesser offers her items to 
students whenever she can, 
but she does not have enough 
to supply all of her students. 

“I try to give students an al- 
ternative way of doing a pro- 
ject if they can’t find an item 
they need, but every house 
should be “student friendly,” 
said the educator. 

Many of the items on the 
“student friendly” wish list 
can be purchased at local 
stores like Parkway Office 
Supplies, Meijers and Kmart 
said the woman. “These stores 
have always been good in help 
ing the students find what they 
need.”

Bowman said the program 
receives 30 percent of the re- 
ferrals from parents, 60 per- 
cent from district court and 
Westland police and 10 per- 
cent from other agencies, such 
as Wayne Westland schools. 

“Some communities are 
strictly a diversion program. 
They do not accept family re- 
ferrals - they wait until the 


problem has already hap 
pened. I don’t want this to be 
just a diversion program,” 
Bowman said. 

“Prevention is really the 
key. We give so much to se 
niors. We should start looking 
more at our youth,” Council 
member Sharon Scott added. 

Bowman said the majority 
of the students involved in the 


program have dropped out of 
school and have been involved 
in drugs. 

Council members are con- 
sidering the use of community 
development funds totaling 
$17,275. The funds woulcj last 
until June 30, 1994 and then 
additional funding would have 
to be sought elsewhere, Gor- 
man said.

Cold weather requires 
top-notch battery power 


When the first severe cold 
wave arrives you may discover 
that your faithful old battery 
no longer has the power to get 
your car started. A battery’s 
output decreases as tempera- 
ture drops, so a battery that 
was doing its job during the 
warm summer months may 
have only half of its output 
when the thermometer dins 


ANSWER: Parking brake. 

QUESTION: What’s the least 
used componenet of your car? 

Suppose you’re about to 
park on a steep hill; you apply 
the parking brake and nothing 
happens. The cable or linkage 
has become rusted from lack 
of use. Your only option is to 
put it in park (or in low gear on 
a standard transmission), 
which most of us do as a matter 
of course. This can be unsafe 
on a steep grade. The pressure 
against the parking pawl in the 
transmission could make it dif- 
ficult or impossible to move 
the shift lever.

If your car is hard to start 
because of a weak battery, re- 
place it before it lets you 
down, suggests the Car Care 
Council. When buying a bat- 
tery, you’ll be selecting from 
among several within the size 
range that fits your car. In ad- 


The proper procedure, ac- 
cording to the Car Car Council, 
is to secure the vehicle with 
the parking brake first, then 
move the shift lever to the park 
position. 

Regular use of the parking 
brake helps keep it freed up 
and working properly. Peri- 
odic lubrication and adjust- 
ment of the system also is 
recommended. 

Because this is a separate 
mechanical braking system, in 
dependent of the hydraulic 
system, it can stop the vehicle 
in the event of brake failure.

dition to price, your decision 
may be based on length and 
type of warranty, cold cranking 
amps and reserve capacity. 

The latter indicates how 
long the battery will hold up 
withoout recharging. This usu- 
ally is expressed in amperes of 
output per so many minutes. 
The Council reminds car 
owners that, when comparing 
battery specifications, one 
must compare output and re- 
serve on the same amperage/ 
time basis. Typically, reserve 
capacity rating will refer to the 
amount of time a battery can 
produce 25 amps at 80 degrees 
F. (Headlights may draw about 
15 amps versus a tail light’s 1.5 
amps.) 

Cold cranking amps refers 
to the engine starting (crank 
ing) output at 0 degree F. for 
thirty seconds. A starter may 
draw 400 amps, so at 0 degree 
F. it wouldn’t take long on a 
cold morning to drain a bat- 
tery rated at 300 cold ranking 
amps. 

When idling along in stop- 
and-go traffic, with heater/ 
defroster, tape deck and lights 
turned on, the electrical sys- 
tem is carrying a heavy load. 
It’s comforting to know there’s 
a strong battery under the 
hood. That security is well 
worth the modest cost of up- 
grading from “adequate” to 
“best”. 

Car Care Council emphas- 
izes that a new battery is no 
remedy for malfunction of 
other components. If an engine 
is in borderline condition, 
needing a value job or tune-up, 
for example, even a strong, 
oversize battery may not get 
the car started.

A 6 year-old boy has become the second fatal 
gunshot victim this month in the city of Romulus, 
according to city police. 

Detective Lt. Kenneth Kraus revealed that 
James Allen Hunt was killed instantly shortly be- 
fore 9:30 p.m. Monday in an Oakbrook Townhouse 
apartment. 

Kraus said Scott Martin. 28, of 30421 Teat Lane, 
called police on the 9 1-1 line at 9:25 p in. stating, 
“My girlfriend’s son just shot himself with my 
gun.” 

Police and ambulance crews rushed to the 
scene, but found the boy was already dead of 
head wounds. 

A neighbor reported that the victim’s mother, 
Cheryl Benitez, 26, ran out of the house, crying 
repeatedly “How could this happen? How could 
this happen?” 

Kraus said that is what Romulus police are

still trying to determine, since the pump style 
shotgun was almost as tall as the 6 year-old who 
allegedly shot himself to death with the weapon. 

“We are still trying to put the pieces together,” 
Kraus said Tuesday morning, “trying to figure out 
how the gun went off and struck the boy in the 
head.” 

According to early reports, Martin and Benitez 
and a 3-year-old boy were in the living room area, 
while the victim was alone in the kitchen dining 
room area. 


One of the ironies of the incident, Kraus said, 
was the weapon was brought into the home for 
safety reasons by Martin only hours before. Kraus 
declined to discuss that part of the case at this 
time. 

The boy’s body was removed to the Wayne 
County Morgue pending an autopsy. 

Benitez and her two children reside at a house 
(30404 Teat Lane) across from the shooting scene, 
police said. 

Detective Sgts. Dan Snyder and Gordon Mal- 
aniak are investigating the circumstances and at 
this point are handling the investigation as an 
accidental shooting, Kraus said. 

But because of the size of the gun and place- 
ment of the wound, all other options also are 
being explored. 

Earlier on Sunday, a 20-year-old Dearborn 
Heights man was killed, police said, when he ap- 
parently shot himself in the mouth with a pistol at 
the Merriman Executive Inn near the Detroit 
Metro Airport. 


Home at last 

Teens' return is 
Christmas gift

Christmas wishes did come true for at least 
two Canton Township families when their teen- 
age sons returned unharmed Dec 27. 

Tony Hazard and Dan Rauton, both 17 years 
old, left their homes Dec. 2 searching for a way to 
relieve the pressure they had been feeling from 
school. According to Linda Perkins, Rauton’s 
mother, the search took the boys to Florida. 

“Dan and Tony drove down to Florida, rented 
a room in a youth hostle and got jobs as day 
laborers,” she said. 

The boys allegedly rose at 4 a.m. every morn- 
ing and reported to work. “Because they were 
day labor, they did not have a guranteed job, but 
because they had a car, they were able to find 
repeat work,” said Perkins. 

For three weeks, the two were responsible for 
digging trenches and knocking down walls. 

“They definitely learned a lesson about hard 
work,” said Perkins. “They both have blisters all 
over their hands and Dan dropped about 20 
pounds. I guess I did something right, because 
they immediately went down there and found 
jobs instead of stealing or something.” 

The boys, unaware of the campaign for their 
safe return started by their parents, returned to 
Michigan Dec. 26, but were too affaid to go home, 
Perkins said. Not until the following day did the 
boys face their parents. 

“I got a phone call ffom the Canton Township 
Police Department at 5 a.m.,” said Perkins. 
“They told me they had Dan.” 

The boys reportedly were driving around in 
the area deciding what they were going to do 
when their car ran out of gas. After pushing the 
car to a gas station in Westland, the boys were 
picked up by Westland police officers, checked 
through a computer and transported to the Can- 
ton Township Police Department.

“I was so'shocked about the call,” said Perkins, “that I couldn’t 
start my truck to go pick him up. And when I first saw him, I asked 
him if he knew what he had done,” she said tearfully, “nobody 
should have to go through that” 

Evelyn Hazard agreed. “It was the worst nightmare a parent 
could have, and my concern is that other teens hearing about this 
might try it” 

Perkins said the first thing Dan did when he got home is take a 
shower. “He commented it was the first time he had showered 
without any bugs in a long time. Then he went to bed.” 

Although both boys’ parents are thrilled their sons have re- 
turned as good as new, excluding their newly-bleached blond 
hair, they believe things could have been resolved sooner. 

“Three days after the boys left, an officer in Florida ran their 
names through a computer because she thought they looked too 
young to be on their own in another state. If the Canton Township 
Police would have entered their names in the computer as miss- 
ing, we would have had our sons back 22 days sooner,” said 
Perkins. “I had to threaten the police with a lawsuit before they 
would put the boys name in their computer.” 

The parents believe the ordeal was a learning experience for 
the boys. “Tony and Dan learned that life is not easy,” said Haz- 
ard, “and I know they will never do anything like this again.” 

“I told Dan, if he ever wanted to take off again, he’d better tell 
someone,” said Perkins. “These kids need to think about the 
people left behind.” 

Perkins said Dan indicated a desire to move to Florida after 
he finished school, but in the meantime, “He’s got a curfew, he’s 
going to buckle down on his studies and he will not be driving any 
car.” 


Store clerk beaten with metal pipe

Two area men were bound over to Detroit Recorder's 
Court for trial on charges of armed robbery Thursday after 
a Westland store employee received four stitches to his 
head after being beaten with a 2-foot long metal pipe and 
forced to hand over $33.50 from the store register. 

Charles Emory Gates, 19, a transient, is being held on a 
$25,000 cash bond and Shawn Michael Fischer, a 21 year 
old Garden City man, posted a $5,000/10 percent bond. If 
convicted, both men could face up to life in prison. 

Gates waived his right to a preliminary examination be 
fore Westland 18th District Judge Gail McKnight, however 
Fischer’s preliminary examination took place. 

The 43-year-old store employee testified that the robber 
came into the 7-11 store located at 172 John Hix Road in 
Westland twice on Dec. 20. The first time, the alleged victim 
testified, the perpetrator put some merchandise on the 
counter and then said he’d be back to pay for it About 20 
minutes later, around 1:50 a.m., the same man returned and 
asked the clerk for a pack of cigarettes in addition to the 
other merchandise. When the clerk reached up to grab 
them, the robber allegedly hit the victim on the side of his 
head causing him to fall to the floor, the employee said. 

The victim said he saw the robber swing the pipe again 


and blocked his head and was struck on the back of his 
hand with the pipe while laying on the floor. 

“As I was falling down, I was hit a second time on the 
back‘ of my hand which I was holding up to protect my 
head,” the employee testified. 

The perpetrator then smashed the store register with the 
pipe and ordered the victim to give him the money, the 
clerk testified. 

After taking the money, the clerk said, he saw the robber 
run across the store parking lot and head north on John Hix 
Road. The employee was later taken to the hospital where 
he received four stitches on the side of his head. 

The clerk later identified Gates as the robber in a police 
line-up, but said he never saw Fischer during the robbery. 
However, the clerk added, he did know Fischer as a regular 
customer at the 7 Eleven store located on Merriman Road 
near Palmer. 

According to testimony from Westland police Sgt Do- 
nald Haigh, Fischer voluntarily came to the police station 
and confessed to his participation in the robbery. 

“I was called in to talk with him at the station. He said he 
would give information about the person who robbed the 
store,” Haigh said. 

“It appeared to me that he was not a witness, but a 
participant,” Haigh testified.

A 37-year-old Pontiac wo- 
man has been confined to a 
mental health care facility fol- 
lowing three high-speed traffic 
accidents in which she was in- 
volved in a single week. 

The unnamed woman first 
drew the attention of local au- 
thorities Christmas morning 
after fleeing the scene of an 
accident on Interstate 96, near 
Novi Road in Oakland County. 

According to Michigan State 
Police trooper Mike Moorman, 
the woman, driving a 1991 blue 
Chevy Lumina, struck a 1991 
white Mercury Sable station 
wagon occupied by a family 
ffom Gregory, Mich, traveling 
eastbound. When the woman 
failed to pull her vehicle over 
to the side of the road, the fam- 
ily pursued the vehicle and 
called 911 on their cellular 
phone. 

“I saw a vehicle the 
matched the description going 
southbound on 1-275 and I esti- 
mated it was traveling about 90 
mph, so I cut across the me- 
dian and caught up to her at 
Ann Arbor Trail,” said the 
trooper. 

Traveling in access of 100 
mph, Moorman verified the 
identity of the Lumina with 
dispatch and reported the lo- 
cation of the vehicle by radio 
to headquarters. 

Just south of Cherry Hill 
Road, the woman drove into a 
1989 white Mercury Sable sta- 
tion wagon sending the vehicle 
occupied by a Farmington 
Hills family of four careening 
out of control across the high- 
way into a ditch. The occu- 
pants were rushed to 
Annapolis Hospital by the 
Canton Township Fire Depart- 
ment for minor cuts and 
bruises sustained in the acci- 
dent. 

The woman, not under the 
influence of drugs or alcohol, 
was arrested and placed in the 
Plymouth Township jail. 
Hours later, she was released 
on a $100 bond. 

According to Michigan State 
Police reports, the following 
morning the same woman 
caused an accident near Pon- 
tiac in a stolen car. Rather 
than transporting her to jail 
following her apprehension in 
the second accident, the wo- 
man is confined to a mental 
hospital in Pontiac. •

Westland voters re-elect 
first mayor in city history

In Westland, the re-election 
of the First mayor in the history 
of the city was the single most 
newsworthy event. Voters 
chose to return Mayor Robert 
J. Thomas to office, the first in- 
cumbent to ever successfully 
win a second mayoral term in 
the city. 

The campaign was also 
noteworthy as both mayoral 
candidates had served single 
terms as mayor. Westland City 
Council President Charles 
Pickering served as Westland 
mayor from 1982 to 1986 and 
has sought election to office in 
the past two mayoral elections. 

Thomas won the election by 
a 2-1 margin over Pickering 
and will begin serving a sec- 
ond consecutive four-year 
term in office Jan. 1, 1994. 

With a Nov. 2 voter turnout 
of 15,130, Thomas received 
about 60 percent of the votes 
with 9,910 compared to Pick- 
ering’s vote count of 5,038. 

Thomas captured the major- 
ity of votes in each of the 41 
precincts, often doubling the 
number of votes cast for Pick- 
ering. Absentee ballots clearly 


showed a majority for Thomas 
who received nearly three 
votes for every one vote cast 
for Pickering. 

The votes cast were similar 
to the primary election in 
which Thomas received the 
majority of absentee votes and 
the majority vote in 39 of the 41 
precincts. 

Although Pickering accu- 
mulated some 33 percent of 
the votes compared to 20 per- 
cent in the primary, Thomas’ 
margin also increased from 60 
percent in the primary to 65 
percent in the general elec- 
tion. 

Pickering, who has two 
years remaining on his city 
council term, welcomed the 
mayor into his second term, 
saying there are. many issues 
that will have to be addressed. 

“I wish him well. He had a 
plan 3-1/2 years ago and it 
worked, but the issues are still 
there ... and they will have to 
be dealt with,” Pickering said. 

Thomas said he owes his 
victory to city services, which 
he plans to expand even fur- 
ther during his next term. 

“People are happy with the 
service issue and there will be 
more of the same in the next

four years,” Thomas said. 

This service will begin with 
a new fall leaf pickup, building 
a city library and dealing with 
the water loss issue, which 
causes some $60,000 in water 
loss per week, Thomas said. 

However, Thomas added 
that he does not plan to sup- 
port a levy of up to 1 mill to 
operate a library without voter 
approval. 

“If they (residents) don-’t 
want to pay, then we shouldn’t 
build it,” Thomas said.

Reports of gun fire and al- 
leged youth gang aggression in 
Canton Commons apartment 
complex warranted increased 
attention of Canton Township 
Police in 1993. 

At one public hearing in 
township hall, public safety di- 
rector John Santomauro ad- 
dressed more than 200 angry 
and often fearful residents of 
the apartment multiplex con 
cerning increased reports of 
gang- related violence includ- 
ing shootings, car and building 
vandalism and beatings. 

The most notable acts of ap- 
parent random violence in- 
volved two women who 
discovered high-caliber slugs 
lodged separately in a bed 
room wall and the headboard 
of an occupied bed in neigh- 
boring apartments. 

“Unfortunately, what’s hap 
pening is nothing abnormal,” 
the veteran director said. “But 
we are keenly aware over the 
last year and-a-half of the in- 
creased presence (in the 
Plymouth-Canton community) 
of so- called gangs. Internally, 
we’ve been finding out as 
much as we can, and we’re 
starting to deal with the issue.” 

“Whether these kids are 
‘wannabes’ or not, they’re still 
acting out and we’re currently 
establishing a strategy to deal 
with the problem,” San- 
tomauro added. 

One woman (wishing to re- 
main anonymous) said a spider 
on a bedroom poster turned 
out to be a bullet hole. Tracing 
the bullet’s path, the woman 
said later, she discovered it 
had traveled through an out- 
side wall, past two solid walls

piercing the poster of a young 
man modeling jeans above her 
bed. 

“It scared the hell out of 
me,” the woman said. 

A second woman, Cheryl, 
said she hasn’t slept in four 
days after making an eerie 
find. 

“Around 4 a.m., I was sleep- 
ing,” Cheryl said, “and gun- 
shots woke me up. I heard a 
‘ping’, but didn’t think any 
thing of it. About 30 seconds 
later, there were eight or nine 
quick shots - it was like a ran- 
dom shoot-off.” 

Early the following morning 
standing outside the building, 
Cheryl said, she happened to 
glance up and noticed what ap- 
peared to be a hole through 
the second story wall of her 
apartment. Tracing the hole 
with neighbors, the woman 
discovered a large-caliber slug 
implanted in the wooden 
headboard of her bed, about 
an inch from where she had 
laid her head the previous eve- 
ning. 

“We sit outside at night,” 
Cheryl said, “and watch car 
load after carload of kids driv- 
ing through (the complex). 
Many of them are wearing cer- 
tain colors, and they’re just 
driving real slow and playing 
music real loud. I know most of 


them aren’t from around here,*, 
but they’re looking for kids? 
who are. It’s very frightening. I’ 
won’t let my daughter outside 
past dark. It’s like we’re pris- 
oners in our own apartments.” 

Capt. Alex Wilson said the 
department plans to target the* 
complex over the next thirty 
days with a show of police 
force. 

“Whether gangs (in Canton 
Commons) are real or not, it 
doesn’t really matter,” Wilson; 
an FBI Academy graduate,' 
said, “perception is reality. 
Are the shooting incidents,;* 
direct result of gangs? Or is it 
vandalism, or someone with ^n 
axe to grind? I don’t know.” ; 

“I do know,” Wilson added', 
“that we’re going to flood (the 
complex) with officers - mo- 
torized, undercover and dogs - 
and then, we’ll reconvene to* 
see what changes we’ve made, 
but this needs to be a partner-; 
ship effort between police, res : ‘ 
idents and parents.” 

Wilson suggested that Canr- 
ton Commons management, !>>* 
concert with police enforces 
ment of local ordinances, 
tablish rules and regulation^* 
regarding outsiders in a vajst* 
multiplex. * . < 

“We’ve already started cfoA 
ing that/’ said manager Chrlsv 
Anderson, on- the-job for only- 
three weeks.

Anderson added that he * 
plans to approach parents 1 * 
with a strong message of!

Court audit tops news

For nine months, stories about the audit and investigation into the 34th District Court 
finances have topped the news in five communities. 

As the year ends, Michael Ramsey has been named the new court administrator, and a report 
has been issued stating that some $270,000 in court funds are missing. Still unanswered the 
court are questions concerning court auction procedures and appropriates which were made 
despite the protests of the District Control Unit, which oversees some of the court functions. 

Beginning in March, when Court Administrator Nancy Schuette and her assistant, Tamara 
Riopelle, were placed on paid leaves, the continuing investigation has been on the front pages 
of the Associated Newspapers which cover the five communities served by the court, Romulus, 
Belleville and the townships of Van Buren, Sumpter and Huron. 

Shuette resigned her post and Riopelle’s position was eliminated. Following a press confer 
ence where she claimed her innocence in any wrongdoing, Riopelle applied unsuccessfully for 
the administrator’s post 

In mid-November, Judge William Szlinis, who served as chief judge last year, released the 
contents of the internal audit of court finances that revealed the shortfall. 

The audit report revealed “significant weaknesses” in the internal controls and accounting 
procedures that require corrective action by the 34th District Court.” 

According to the report, “Missing revenue occurred due to material weaknesses in the 
internal controls which allowed for voids to be completed with no re entry being made and with 
no proper daily review and verification of voids.

Long-time leader steps down

For Wayne, 1993 will be remembered as the year 
long time former mayor and councilman Pat Nor 
ton decided to step down from office after serving 
the community for more than 29 years. 

Norton was elected to the Wayne City Council 10 
times and he served as mayor of Wayne for 17 years. 

A successful businessman and father of four 
children, Norton was elected to the council in 1964. 
At 29, he was the youngest member ever elected. 

Norton said he was attracted to the political 
arena because he had goals of becoming a full-time 
politician, state senator or representative. 

“I figured getting on the city council would be a 
good way to get started,” Norton said. 

Some of the major accomplishments in the city 


during Norton's tenure include: the creation of the 
Wayne Community Center, development of the 
Glenwood Heights residential area, John Hix con 
dominiums, Legacy Estates, all the Ford Motor Co. 
plants on Michigan Avenue including the new paint 
plant, Annapolis Hospital and the State Wayne The 
ater. 

The aesthetic improvements to the outside of the 
Wayne cemetery' off Michigan Avenue are also due 
to Norton’s intervention. 

“There was an old rusty fence outside of the city 
cemetery at one time,” Norton said. “I went to a 
conference in Washington D C. to visit a national 
cemetery* and I saw brick pillars with wrought iron 
fencing, and I said to myself, ‘People who take care 
of their cemeteries take care of their eommu

Hazardous 
waste well 
controversy 
continues

The digging of the planned $6.1 million en 
vironmental hazardous waste injection well in 
Romulus, the protests against it and the city 
lawsuit to block the operation were news in 
Romulus for 1993 and beyond. 

The initial digging of the more than 4,000 
foot deep liquid injection well near Wahrman 
and Grant roads began relatively quietly in 
July, but exploded into an emotional confron- 
tation during the city council campaign for 
election in late September. 

Charges and counter-charges surfaced dur- 
ing the campaign pointing back to a city coun- 
cil meeting in 1990, when the issue was first 
presented to city leaders. 

Angry and frightened homeowners and 
other city residents appeared at a September 
council meeting to initially complain about 
possible contamination of their family wells. 

That led to the formation of a protest group 
known as Romulus Environmentalists Caring 
About People (RECAP), which demanded ac- 
tion from the Romulus City Council and a halt- 
ing of the well project despite approval from 
the federal Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) and the state Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR). 

Pressure continued to build during the 
council election campaign and Mayor Beverly 
McAnally said the city’ would seek a tempor- 
ary* injunction to block any further work at the 
well site.
